Dr. Moll liuii;ht 
us anolhcr wcll-nccdcd lesson on balm d ly night wlicn he showed 
us that our opponents were men to be respected. 

We must not forget that the individual German soldier is still a 
liicnd and a brother. Neither niusl wc forget that especially for 
two iMsoiis Germany has forfoilcd her place as one of llio nalions 
of the world. It is plain ihal there can be no doalmns with an indi- 
> idual whose womi is not to be trusted. And it is equally plain 
that ihc same principle nuisi apply ainoiii; rMlioiis. 11 men could nol 
trust each other, society would be impossible, and if nations camioi 
trust each oilier, international life is impossible. It must nol be for- 
gotten that Germany has, as a ii.ilion, broken hrr word willi a 
slMmclcss cynicism. Slill further, her slalcsmcn have refused to 
recognize any binding force whatever in international treaties. Tiicy 
have practically put ihcmseKi s out of the civilized world. 

There arc ninny individual Germans who are splendid Chris- 
Ikins. And it is well lhat Dr. M-jII should remind us of llu; fad. 
Bul il is impossible to torture the imayinalion so far as lo sec the 
slightest ghmmer of any'hins; approaching to CIii i.<tianily in ihe men 
who, have in recent years led ihc (orlunes of the Fatherland. There 
is nO/Tnislaking ihc fact that Germany has a unique philosophy, 
lhaydislinguishes her from any oilier nalioii, and llial this philos- 
ophy has been followed out in practice, ll is the jjliilosophy of brute 
force, which according to the German thinkers, finds its juslifica- 
^ tion in nalurc. German i)hilosoi>hois have, in an amazingly shorl- 

* sighted fashion, overlooked llic fad that nature is so many-sided 
thai she makes no sure pçuide to truth. All our civilization has tend- 
ed to draw awMv from nature, as far as ihe lr!ii!ii|..!i of force is cmi- 
cerned, and it is late in ihc day for German lliinkors to teach us that 
the weak have duties of submission and obedience. 

In conducting the war, the Germans Ivave in actual words refus- 
ed to recognize any inlcrnalional rules of figliti;!!?. We find it set 
down in their military books that in war nece.ssily knows no law. 

• We find it laid down by their statesmen that in fighting an oppon- 
ent it is nol sufficient lo destroy Iiis malciia! resources. A figlit- 

. ing nation must go further .ind must break the moral spirit of its op- 
ponent, for, as German thinkers have astutely observed, if you 

, would wreck a nation, llie work is ln•^l flone liy destroying its in- 
tellectual and moral resources. I leiicc the destruction of universi- 
ties and churches. Mcnce also tlic mrocilics. It is ijlain beyond 
the sbadow of a doubt tli it a iiaticm whose leaders conduct war on 
this principle can lay no claim to Ix ing a Chnstian nation. It is iilain 
lhat in fighting Germany we si and for trust among the nations, and 
for a humane recognition of the rights n[ the weak. And these two 
things let us bear sleaJilv in mind, wh.ijc ye! we remember the many

DEAN ADAMS' ARRAIGNMENT 

OF DERNHARDI'S PHILOSOPHY 



On Saturday evening the news oame from Salisbury Plains that 
the Canadians were leaving immediately to Frince. In fact, it is 
thought, in some quarters that tliev have already left England, and 
j a part of them may have landed in Frame alieatly. It is not cx- 
prev-mod fronon oars j t^^^^*^ ^^^^ Canadian forces will be sent lo tin; front at once; but 
' ' if is thought probable that they will be useil to guard llie communica- 

tions and transports, M the sann- lime undergoing further training. 
In any case it will certainly be a welcome change for our men, as the 
conditions in England are not at all suited to the best work of man- 
oeuvring and tactical training. 

An order was issued from the camp headquarters at Salisbury, 
that the Canadian soldiers would not be permitted to go to France 
with tlie C aaadian lootwe.ii". I he boot.s worn by oui men in Eng- 
land have proven themselves entiieiy uiifit for the lough usage they 
have been put to, and the troops are going to be supplied with a 
heavier English boot. 

FRANCE 

The Canadians in the French battle-front helped to give the 
Kaiser his birthday present. There was very stiff fighting all along 
the Canadian trenches, and the Germans had advanced lo within 
forty yards of our soldiers when alerrific fire from several machine 
guns was played upon them. TheGerman losses were very heavy. 
Lieutenant Price, of the Princess Patricia's, was killed in this ac- 
tion. 

Furious fighting was m jirogress near La Bassec on Saturday, 
The Germans arc being repulsed, with heavy losse'^. it is interest-

I'rightful casualties were cau.^cd in the German forces by a 
blunder made by llicm. 1 hey employed a mine intended for the 
French trenches, but, o\ving to some mistake their own trenches 
were blown up, killing and wounding an entire company of Ger- 
mans. The French artillery did very good work near Arras. In 
the vicinity of Soissons, the Germans are showing no inclination to 
continue their offensive.
